T h e vigorous 
and prompt action 


taken by the British Government to 
exact damages from the people of Nica­ 
ragua for injury done to British subjects 
residing there, is not in itself to be 
condemned . 
It is only by such swift 
action that civilized nations can make 
their force felt in lawless lands and 
protect the property of law-abiding in­ 
dustrious men from plunder and de­ 
struction at every outbreak of insurrec­ 
tion and war. There is therefore noth 
ing in the att itself for us to condemn. 
On the contrary, there is much in it 
for us to approve and to imitate in 
cases where American citizens are de­ 
prived of their property and denied re 
dress in countries where, under fair 
treaties, our people have a right to go 
The affair assumes a different aspect 
however, when considered not in itself 
alone, but in its relation to the Mon­ 
roe doctrine and to the proposed con 
s ruction of the Nicaragua canal. 
The 
American people have learned to give 
A very broad construction to the Mon­ 
roe doctrine and are ready to apply it 
to every form of controversy that arises 
between any country on this continent 
and an European power. 
That the 
doctrine has never been recognized in 
international 
law, nor received 
any 
formal diplomatic sanction, does not 
materially affect its real validity, for it 
has come to occupy a great place in 
the National aspirations of the people 
of the United States, and this fact in 
itself is sufficient to give the doctrine 
importance in politics and diplomacy 
too great to be overlooked and too 
pressing to be evaded. 


Not less important to the issue than 
the Monroe doctrine is the proposed 
construction of the Nicaragua canal. 
That also has become a great aspira­ 
tion of the American people, and one 
that is of more than sentimental in- 
. terest to them. 
It is essential to the 
development of American commerce 
that the canal should be constructed, 
and equally essential to the security of 
that commerce that the canal when 
constructed shall be under American 
control. 
We have therefore two rea­ 
sons for watching the proceedinhs of 
the British in 
Nicaragua from the 
standpoint of opposition. 
Those pro 
ceedings are distincly adverse to our 
interests, and while we may concede 
the right of Great Britain to demand 
redress for the wrong done to her citi­ 
zens, we cannot favor any action on 
her part to lord it too far on American 
soil. 


It is not altogether unfortunate that 
the interests of the United States are 
intrusted at this critical period to two 
such 
blunderers 
as Cleveland and 
Gresham. 
A blunder 
sometimes 
teaches wisdom more effectually than 
reason itself, and the mistakes and im­ 
becilities of the present administration 
maybe needed to crystallize public | 
opinion in favor of a more vigorous 
American policy when the next one 
comes in. 
There can be no doubt 
that Cleveland's attempt at tariff re 
form has made the 
people of 
the 
United States practically 
unanimous 
for protection, and it is quite probable 
that his weak and meaningless foreign 
policy may be teaching the people an i 
equally good lesson concerning our re- j 
lations to Central America and the 
part we must perform in directing its 
development.—S. F. Call.

He was a wretched looking chap, so 
thinly olad that be was really an object 
of pity. He bad sought a secluded cor­ 
ner at the entrance of a oheap restaurant 
near Herald square, and for awhile it 
seemed as if he. had chosen the spot 
merely to escape the obilling blasts of 
the cutting wind. 
Many men passed 
Into the place, bnt be spoke to none. 
Finally one who had just completed his 
meal oame forth. 
The man started for­ 
ward, hesitated a moment and then re­ 
sumed his former position. Soon another 
man, apparently in a great hnrrV, oame 
from the restaurant, bnttoning h i s coat 
ai he walked. 
In a moment the poor 
fellow stood in the way and barely had 
he uttered his request for help when be 
was rewarded with a dime. 


A moment later a group of young 
men in very high Bpirits passed into the 
restaurant. To an ordinary student they 
would have been just the right men to 
approach for alms, but the beggar saw 
them n o t It was only to certain men 
returning to the street that be made 
himself known. It was but the work of 
a moment to pick an aoquaintanoe with 
the fellow, and when he found I was 
interested he talked freely of his plan. 


" I had to do a good deal of thinking 
about it when I first started i n , ' ' h e 
said. " I oan't get work now, and when 
I have work I can only keop at i t for a 
little while on account of rheumatism. 
When I saw I had to beg, I thought I 
might as well do it right or not at all. 
If you know anything about men's faces 
and clothes, you don't have to do any 
guesswork at all. I can tell long before 
I get near a man what my chances are 
with him, and if I don't think that it's 
ten to one I will get something I don't 
try him, for there's no good in wearing 
yourself out and getting oommon. Some 
fellows go along the street and try to 
touoh every well dressed man they meet. 
They couldn't do anything worse, for 
everybody sees what they're doing and 
knows they are professionals and steers 
clear of them. 
The only time to go up 
against well dressed men as a straight 
thing, without regard to their faces, is 
when they are full and feeling happy 
over it. 


"The average well dressed man or 
woman is the hardest kind of a person 
to hit. They do lota for charity, bnt it's 
in a different way—societies, schools 
for kids, kindergartens and missions— 
and they think they are doing enough. 
If any one hits them on the street, tbey 
put them down for a professional. You 
have got to judge the well dressed peo­ 
ple by their faces and general manner 
and let their clothes connt for nothing. 


"Whenever I have to do any street 
work, I always select the people of the 
lower middle olasses, who don't pot on 
any front—women especially. I mean 
people who live oomfortably, but haven't 
got any too muoh money to spare. Say, 
you may think I'm stringing you, but I 
would rather have one nickel from one 
of them than a quarter from a fellow 
who could stand it and bad it to burn. 
Funny, but I feel just as sentimental 
about that sometimes as if I was earn­ 
ing it, and I would earn it if I had the 
chanoa 


"Now, you take this stand of mine 
here today. There's three men who gave 
me something—two nickels and a dime. 
I have been here half an boar and I've 
only struck five men. I missed two. 
Well, tbree out of five don't look like 
bad guesswork, if you want to call it 
so, does it? This is the obeapest res­ 
taurant in the neighborhood. 
There's 
the Imperial, Marlborough and all the 
other big hotel restaurants I could 
have taken, but I'll bet I wouldn't have 
got a thing from the people who oame 
from any of them. 
The men who go in 
here don't pay over 25 or 80 cents for 
what tbey eat, and I ' m willing to take 
my chances with them right along. 


" I always wait till a man oomes o u t 
Some people think it ought to be the 
other way, for the reason that a man 
who was hungry would be more apt to 
give n o t of sympathy for the man who 
was 
hitting bim for money for some­ 
thing to eat. 
But I didn't figure it oat 
that way. You see, these are pretty 
hard times, and there's more people in 
bard luck than there ever was before. 
Now, it's bad enough to be in hard 
look, but it's worse yet to be hungry, 
and when a man is up against both 
games little things will bother bim that 
wouldn t affect bim at all if he had bis 
stomach full, I reason that pretty near­ 
ly every man who oomes i n here is eith­ 
er in bard luck or else he is a miser 
who don't want to spend anymore than 
is actually necessary. I f it wasn't so, 
you know tbey would all go to the big 
restaurants in the hotels, for you know 
as well as I do that the right kind of a 
man likes good things to eat and nioe 
clean service if he can afford i t 


"Well, I am onto the misers, and I 
leave them alone. 
When the decent 
man oomes out, he feels better for hav­ 
ing bad bis dinner. 
He is ready for 
business, and life is a great deal bright­ 
er to b i m than It was half an hour be­ 
fore. I ask him to help m a He says to 
himself: 'Well, I feel pretty good. This 
fellow is in worse lnok than I am. 
I 
know what it is to feel hungry. I won't 
miss tbe nickel very muoh,' and then I 
get i t When he hands it to me, be feels 
better for it, and he looks it, too, and if 
he has been doing things tint are not 
quite up to the limit be consoles ) > i m - 
self with tbe faot that he ain't snob a 
bad fellow after a l l And he ain't eith­ 
er. So yon see there's two of us happy, 
and if there was more of it the world 
would be happier. 
Thanks, boss."

around a fountain from which the elixir 
of youth sprang in a bubbling stream. 
Lepage believed there was real merit in

"Let me offer it at the salon," he 
asked bis patron. 


The 
manufacturer .was delighted. 
" B u t first paint a rainbow arching over 
the fountain, " he said, "with the name 
of my medicine upon it. " Lepage re­ 
fused. 
"Then-I will not pay yon a sou 
for the picture I " The price of this pic­ 
ture meant bread for months, and the 
painter had long needed bread. The 
ohance of admission to the salon was 
small. He hesitated. 
Then he silenced 
his hunger and carried the canvas to 
the salon. It was admitted. Its great 
success insured Lepage a- place in public 
recognition and bis later work a place

B E L L S IN N E W Y O R K , 


T w o M e t a l M e s s e n g e r s W h o s e T o n e s 
H a v e 
S o u n d e d t o M a n y G e n e r a t i o n s . 


Whether it be due to patriotio or 
poetio instinots it is nevertheless true 
that a famous old bell always arouses a 
reminisoent feeling. 
Its very presence 
suggests a story—the glad cry of liber­ 
ty, the joyous peals of wedding festivi­ 
ties, the Bomber tone of funeral proces­ 
sional 
Weather stained and hoary, an 
old bell seems like a messenger of fate. 


Hence it is not to be wondered at that 
the bell in the yard of the Collegiate 
church, at Fifth avenue and Twenty- 
ninth street, daily attracts a throng of 
inquiring faces, closely pressed against 
the high iron railing surrounding tbe 
ohuroh. 


From the quaint Latin inscription on 
the bull one learns that it was sent in 
1705 by the people of Amsterdam as a 
gift offering to the North church in New 
York, then at Fulton and William 
streets, where it had been erected in 
1638. 


Hanging high 
above the city, at 
Forty-eighth street and Fifth avenue, is 
another link that binds us to the past. 
T;his great bell beans this Dutch inscrip­ 
tion: 


"Eon loogat aan de Neederdeutsche 
Kirke, Niew York, 1734." 


It appoars from the old will of Colo­ 
nel Abraham de Peyster that he ordered 
a bell to be made in Holland for the 
Middle church, then occupying the site 
of the old fort at the Battery. The peo­ 
ple of Holland were so pleased a t being 
thus remembered by one of their num­ 
ber in America that a great number of 
coins were thrown into the smelting 
pot which contained the metal for t h e 
bell as an evidence of their apprecia­ 
tion. During the Revolution the Middle 
church was put to strange uses. Re­ 
moving the pulpit, gallery, pews and 
flooring, the British dragoons converted 
it into/a riding academy. 


John Oothout was granted permission 
from Commander in Chief Lord Howe 
to remove the De Peyster bell to a place 
of safety. Accordingly, in the most un­ 
obtrusive manner possible, the bell was 
sent to Chambersbnrg, Pa.

• miles from this city is the little hamlet 
of Say re vi lie, 
N. J. 
From an arjtiat's 
point of view Sayreville is Impression­ 
istic! in the nightmare sense of the word. 
Its surroundings are beautiful, for it 


| stands on a little bluff overlooking a 
xpreadlng marsh, through the oenter of 
whioh a sparkling river runs to lose 
itself in a rift of the faraway hills. The 
marsh is a dulk grayish blue, the river 
gives a Bteel blue effect, and far away 
the distance of the hills blends in soft 
gradations into the hue of the sky. In 
the midst of this gem of a landscape 
stands Sayreville, yellow in every sense 
of the word. It is a blasphemy in yel­ 
low set in a symphony in blue. 


In the neighboring villages there is a 
legend as to how Sayreville became yel­ 
low. Tbey say that when the town was 
first built there wasn't a painted house 
in it, and that one day an enterprising

Others ran to stripes, and having used 
up onq tint filled in with the rest One 
man tried polka dots in chrome on a 
background of greenish buff, with bril­ 
liant efieot 
W h e n the work was done, 
the peddler came baok with a big con­ 
signment of staring green, which the 
townspeople bought, and with which 
they painted their blinds. The result 
was pleasing to the Sayrevillers, but 
startling to snob few outsiders as 
ohanoed to journey to that town. 


In the course of time two household­ 
ers found courage to break away from 
the prevailing yellowness. One repaint­ 
ed his house in robin's egg blue, the 
other tinted his a deep magenta, and 
now these two buildings stand out con­ 
spicuously and give just enough oolor 
tone to the village to accentuate its 
amazing effects in yellow.

Be Saw a Ghostly Image of Hlmaelf In a 
Looking- Glaaa. 
Mr. Noah Brooks, in his personal rem­ 
iniscences of Lincoln in The Century, 
tells the following strange story: 


On the day mentioned Linooln nar­ 
rated an inoident the particulars of 
which I wrote out and printed directly 
after. 
These are his own words, a« 
nearly as they oould then be reoalled: 


"It was just after my election in 
1860, 
when the news had been oaming 
In thick and fast all day and there had 
been a great 'hurrah boyB,' so that I 
was well tired out and went home to 
rest, throwing myself down on a lounge 
in my obamber. 
Opposite where I lay 
was a bureau with a swinging glass 
upon it" (and here he got upandplaoed 
furniture to illustrate the position), 
"and looking in that glass I saw myself 
refleoted nearly at full length, but my 
face, I noticed, had two separate and 
distinct images, the tip of the nose of 
one being about three inches from tha% 
tip of the other. I was a little bothered, 
perhaps startled, and got up and looked 
in the glass, but the illusion vanished. 
On lying down again, I saw it a second 
time, plainer if possible than before, 
and then I notioed that one of the faces 
was a little paler—say five shades— 
than the other. I got up, and the thing 
melted away, and I went off, and in the 
excitement of the hour forgot all about 
it—nearly, but not quite, for the thing 
would onoe in awhile oome up And give 
me a little pang as if something uncom­ 
fortable had happened. 


'When I went home that night, I 
told my wife about it, and a few days 
afterward made the experiment again, 
when" (with a laugh) "sure enough the 
thing oame again, but I never succeed­ 
ed in bringing the ghost back after 
that, though I onoe tried very indus­ 
triously to show it to my wife, who 
was somewhat worried about it. She 
thought it was a 'sign' that I was to be 
eleoted to a second term of office, and 
that the paleness of one of the faoes was 
an omen ttfat I Bhould not see life 
through the last term."

This is a very remarkable story—a 
coiuoideuoe, we may say—to which 
some significance was given by the cruel 
death of the president soon after the be­ 
ginning of his second term. I told Mrs. 
Lincoln the story and asked her if she 
remembered its details. She expressed 
urprise that Mr. Linooln was willing 
to say anything about it, as he had up 
to that time refrained from mentioning 
the inoident to anybody, and as she was 
firm in her belief that the optical illu­ 
sion (whioh it certainly was) was a 
warning I never again referred to the 
subjeot to either the president or his 
wife. 


Subsequently Lincoln's version of the 
story was confirmed by Private Secre­ 
tary John Hay, who, however, was of 
the opinion that the illusion had been 
seen on the day of Lincoln's first nomi­ 
nation, and not, as I have said, on the 
day of his first election.
